On Eve of Retirement Says 
Service is Best Gift of 
Individual to Country 
(BY A. NIGHT WTRF) 

NEW YORK, Sept. 11.— After 
forty-two years active service, 
John J. Pershing. general of all of 
the armies of the United States and 
commander of the A.E.F., believes 
that “service is the highest gift 
of the individual to his country.” 

He expressed this belief in a 
signed statement addressed to sol- 
dierse on the eve of his retire- 
ment, published in the Army’s of- 
ficial paper, Recruiting News, 
which made it public today. 

Since the World War. Gen. Per- 
shing wrote to his fellow-soldiers, 
the Army has been brought closer 
to the people and has become al- 
most as vital a peace agency as it 
was a war machine. “The popu- 
lar mind has become disabuse® of 
the idea that fighting alone is the 
occupation of the soldier.“ he 
wrote, “and the great contribution 
of the Army to the development 
and progress of the United States 
recognized and appreciated.” |

IS LAID TO RABE 

Promoter is Held on Bail in 
Long Beach Case 


Goethals Says Name Wrongly 
Used in Financing 


Many Believed to be Victims 
of Asserted Swindle 
Paul Burrwell Rabe, former 
Chicago bank president and more 
recently the financial genius of a 
group of promotional corporations 


formed for the purpose of develop- 


ing Long Beach Harbor, was ar- 
rested yesterday by Investigator A. 
F. Costigan of the District Attor- 
ney’s office on a charge of obtain- 
ing money under false pretenses. 
The arrest was made at the Com- 
modore Hotel, where Rabe has 
been a guest for some time. 
Investigation of Rabe's activities 
was started more than a month 
ago by the Corporation Commis- 
sion, following receipt of com- 
plainte from numerous investors 
in the Long Beach Dock and Ter- 
minal Company, the Leng. Beach 
Export and Import Company and 
the Long Beach Warehouse Cor- 
poration, companies promoted by 


A week ago Corporation Com- 
missioner Daugherty stated that 
the concerns mentioned would be 
investigated as the result of the 
complaints. 


AGREEMENT CONCIAU.DED . 

The complaining witness, Elmer 
E. Owen of Norwalk, asserts that 
Rabe represented to him that Gen. 
George W. Goethals of Pnaama 
Canal fame; Samuel W. Heald. 
head of the Panama Railroad and 
Shipping Company; Congressman 
Lineberger, Senator Shortridge and 
others prominent in commercial! 
and civic life were behind the proj- 
ect, and that purchase of 140 
acres of land adjacent to the Long 
Beach Harbor turning basin had 
already been consummated. 

Following these representations, 
Owen asverts, he turned over to 
Rabe $2000 in stock of the More- 
land Truck Company and $2000 in 
shares of the First Federal Se- 
curities Company in exchange for 
480 shares of stock in Rabe's three 
concerns. 

A copy of an agreement signed 
by Rabe with Owen was included 
as part of the complaint. Extracts 
from it follow:

He 
further stated that present crime 
waves are in a large measure due 
to existing procedure in the courts. 
The criminal class, he told the 
delegates, comprise about  one- 
third of 1 per cent of the popula- 
tion and yet terrorize society. 


LAPSE TOO GREAT 

“The most efficient way 
criminal law to deter crime,’ Mr. 
Tuller said, “is to bring about 
apeedy justice to offenders. Under 
present conditions about five 
months elapses from the time a 
criminal is sentenced until he is 
tried again on an appeal. In En- 
gland thirty days is considered a 
long time and the same condition 
should exist in this county.” The 
report further declared: 

“To remedy the present condi- 
tion of great and unnecessary de- 
lay, we suggest that this associa- 
tion recommend to the Legisla- 
ture the enactment of statutes 
providing ‘substantially as follows: 
That in all criminal cases when 
appeal is taken from a judgment 
of conviction, the appellant be re- 
quired to serve upon the District 
Attorney and the Attorney-Gen-

Contract Disregarded on 
Delivery of Film 


A suit charging breach of con- 
tract was filed with the United 
States District Court yesterday by 
the Selig Polysc®pe Company, Ltd., 
of London, Eng., against William 
Nicholas Selig, motion-picture pro- 
ducer of Los Angeles, on the basis 
of a motion-picture venture as- 
serted to have been entered into 
by the defendant and the company 
Nov. 26, 1919. 

The complaint, which was pre- 
pared by Attorney Philip Cohen, 
asks damages of $73,850.63. 

Under the terms of the contract, 
as set out in the complaint, Selig 
was to produce motion pictures, 
which were to be sold to the plain-
